A certain young man in Astoria to 


feeling (decidedly shaky over the report 
of a homicide in the San Francisco pa- 
pers of Sunday, .U U not the report of a 
single tragedy, however, that affects hia 
nerves, but the fact that he was once in- 
timately connected with the victoria of 
four homicides. In 1883 five young men 
were eipelled from a California military 
college for dragging a pompous and in- 
sulting drill master from his bed-and 
pelting him with frost bitten potatoes 
and decayed apples 


In 1888 Dan Green well, one of the five, 


was shot and instantly killed in a row in 
Bodie 
In 1889 Marshal Nicholson, an- 


other of the insubordinate students, was 
killed in northern California by an un- 
known assassin, and who lay in waithy- 
the roadside and shot him through the 
head with a charge of buckshot In 1890 
Percy William* * the third student, a 
brother of Sheprod Williams, who was 
formerly employed here by William T. 
Colernan & Co., was shot hi a quarrel in 
Tulare, Cal., the'result of a dispute over 
a horse race. 


Recently in San Francisco Russell L. 


Thompson was shot thrpogh the head by 
his insane father-in-law while asleep. 
Thus four of the five students have been 
shot, one in each year since 1887, leaving 
but one, who is meditating a dose of 
morphine to baffle the fate reserved for 
him jn 1892.^—Astoria Bulletin. 


An English, Club Man Dead. 


The death of Mr, George Cavendish 


Bentinck came as a surprise to all, for 
though he had been in failing health for 
some time past, yet no serious alarm was 
entertained as to his ultimate safety. 
Indeed, only a few days previous to his 
death Mrs. Bentinck was on a visit to 
her younger daughter, Mrs. James, and 
certainly then no grave anxiety was felt 
on hia account. Mr, Bentinck was one 
of the founders of the well known ama- 
teur acting club, the "Old Stagers," 
which was to celebrate its jubilee dur- 
ing the crisket week at Canterbury this 
year. Indeed, Mr. Bentinck was to have 
been the hero of the coming festivities, 
for if not the last he was certainly the 
oldest of the original band that organ- 
ized the club. "Little Ben," as he was 
generally called, was a great connoisseur 
in art, besides being an enthusiastic col- 
lector. His house in Grafton street was 
a positive museum, but there is little 
likelihood of its many treasures being 
put up for sale. The late Mr. Bentinck's 
eldest eon married Miss Livingstone, a 
daughter of Mr. Maturin Livingstone, of 
New York.—London Truth.

It id now conceded beyond question that 


Senator Stanford has bid farewell to the 
Republicans and will henceforth cast his 
political fortunes with the Farmers' Alli- 
ance. He favors the proposition to loan 
money to farmers on real estate security at 
two per cent.per annum interest and ia re- 
ported &3 Baying at Sacramento that he~be- 
lieves the Government should own (herail- 
roads, and on these propositions is in ac- 
cord with the platform adopted by the Peo- 
ples' party at Cincinnati. 
He is also for 


free coinage, and as he opposed the Force 
bill passed by the House of Representatives 
and defeated by a bare majority in the 
Siuatd of the last Congress, be made many 
friends in the South and stands well with 
the Alliance in that section and ia the 
Mississippi Valley States. 


A dispatch from Washington to the New 


York World ssys: " Obserfing politicians 
from the West, who visit Washington have 
all the sama story to tell about the great 
popularity o£ Senator Stanford among the 
rank and file of the Farmers' Alliance. It 
is said, moreover, that the feeling in his 
favor is growing rapidly and that in Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, parts of Colorado, Nevada 
and California, the prediction is made that 
he will 09 nominated nest year tor Presi- 
dent by the National Convention, which 
represents the protest against the two old 
parties." 


Senator Stanford is many times a mill- 


ionaire, and is said to hold his grunt wealth 
in trust for the country. His popularity 
in California, which is doubtless partly doe 
to his muninoenCB in endowing a Univer- 
sity for the education of the youth of the 
Stale, was proved last January when he 
was re-elected to the United States Senate 
without opposition, in the Kepnolican 
party,, which was largely in the ascendency 
—and, as be has done nothing since to es- 
trange the party, except to oppose the 
Force bill,there is no reason why he should 
not carry the Golden State for the Farmers' 
Alliance.

HAMILTON VS. THE RAILROAD. 


A Suit for Heavy Damage*. 


Special to the Journal. 


CAKSON, June 1.—The eise of Aea M. 


Hamilton vs. the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany was commenced in the U. S. Circuit 
Court to-day. Hamilton, who was taken 
off a train at Lovelocks. Nevada, January 
24, 1889. in irons for refusing to sign a 
first-class unlimited ticket from New York 
to Los Angeles on cross examination ad- 
mitted having purchased the ticket of a 
broker in Denver, which entitled him to 
stop over in San Francisco before going to 
Los Angeles. 
He didn't know when he 


would go to Los Angeles, claiming he bad 
a right to sell it. 
The train hands en- 


deavored to force him from the train at 
Rye Patch. First Hamilton drew a revol- 
ver and protested his rights, pointing the 
weapon at the ceiling and warning the 
hands to reman at a distance. 
The Con- 


ductor telegraphed on to the Sheriff nt 
Lovelocks. At that point he was taken as 
mentioned. 
Plaintiff hail sufficient money 


at that time to pay his fare to San Fran- 
cisco, and was arrested without a warrant. 
A. A. Son and M. L. Levy of San Fran- 
cisco both corroborated the testimony. Ho 
cliiims that false imprison ment, loss of 
time and other indignities suffered entitles 
him to sue for $100.000.

Governor Pattison 


nppo.nted a Mr. Wright to fill the vacancy, 
but he was of tha wrong political com- 
plexion to suit the City Council, so they 
would not recognize him as Treasurer, nor 
parmit him to take possession of. the office, 
but appointed a Mr. G-lIers to the place. 
Yester.liiy the latter took possession of tbe 
office, and the caurti will huve to decide 
whether the Governor or the County Com- 
mittee and City Council has the right to 
appoint a Treasurer. The Governor is a 
Democrat and the City Council is Repub- 
lican—hence the trouble. 


Important Decision by the V 


Court. 


Yesterday Judge Hawley presiding in the 


U. S. Circuit Court at Carson City decided 
the case of Waloott vs. Watson, involving a 
one-half interest in the celebrated Joanna 
mine in White Pineoouuty. 


The decieiou related to the removal of 


the case under the Aot of Congress of 
August 13, 1888, from the Stats Court to 
the Federal Court on the ground of iooal 
prejudice and influence. 
Mrs. Walcott 


brought the suit in the S'ate Court for one- 
half of the mi jo and an accounting. 
Wat- 


son filed an answer in the State Court de- 
nying the claims of plaintiff and setting up 
a counter claim for $40,000 against Mrs. 
Walcott. 
Mrs. Waloott thereupon, being a 


citizen of California and Watson of Nevada, 
although she was plaintiff on the record, 
filed a petition for the removal of tbe case 
to the Federal Court on tbe ground of local 
prejudice and influence against her, assert- 
ing that as to tbe counter claim she was 
defendant. 
Judge Knowles of Montana 


made the order to remand, and counsel 
for Watson moved to remand. 
Judge 


Hawley held that tbe caae was properly re- 
moved, and that it is now and has been 
since tbe order of removal in the U. 8. Cir- 
cuit Court. 
Ihe Suto Court, notwith- 


standing the order of removal, tried the 
case f>x-parte and rendered judgment for 
Watson. 
The attorneys for Mrs. Waloott 


relied upon the order of the Federal Court, 
and were not present at the State trial. 
The decision of JuJge Hawley was a victory 
for Mrs. Waloott and the cause must be 
tried iu the Federal Court.
